months, Either/Orchestra percussionist Vicente 
Lebron was released this past Thursday, and the 
deportation proceedings against him were dropped. 
Lebron, shaken by the experience, intends to seek 
US citizenship — now that he has discovered that 
the government is able and willing to ruin his life, 
at the drop of a hat, and for no discernible reason. 

Lebron was first detained at Logan Airport in 
May, returning from a European tour with the 
Somerville-based band. At a June 9 hearing, the 
US Department of Homeland Security opened 
deportation proceedings against Lebron — who 
has lived in the US for nearly four decades, has 
a Green Card, and is married with children and 
grandchildren living in the US. (See “Either/ 
Ordeal,” This Just In, June 25.) 

According to people close to Lebron’s case, federal 
agents based their argument for booting Lebron on 
two old misdemeanor crimes — one from 2000 and 
the other from 1985. Lebron’s current attorney 


contacted the judges from those jurisdictions, who 
both agreed to vacate the petty, nonviolent convictions 

Good thing — otherwise, the immigration 
judge would have had no choice but to approve the 
deportation request. With those demerits erased 
from the record, the case was literally baseless, 
and the judge dropped it. 

Of course, Lebron does not get back the three months 
he spent in the South Bay House of Correction — and his 
family does not get back the time without him. A

room and board at South Bay, plus court fees. “In my 
opinion,” says Gershon, “it was a complete waste of tax 
dollars to prosecute and incarcerate this guy.”

recent Rasmussen Report poll 
shows that about half the country 
thinks the press out get Sarah 
Palin, with full quarter saying 
this makes it likelier they'll vote 
Republican. that trend continues, 
could have huge consequences. 

Keith Olbermann and MSNBC are 
commonly recognized as the leaders of 
the pro-Barack Obama movement the 
mainstream media (through no fault of 

Obama's, by the way). It seems odd that 
a cable TV host, on a network with a rel- 
atively small audience, could help swing 
an election. And yes, NBC moved this 
week rein him in, taking Olbermann 
and Chris Matthews off their hosting 
duties for live political events, includ- 
ing Election Night and the debates. And 
yes again, self-declared 
enemy, Fox News, is often every bit as 
partisan is. 

But the age YouTube and the 
Internet, even a cable host cam have a 
large, instant impact, magnified 
his critics. And what Olbermann and 
MSNBC are still doing may helping 
the Republicans and many the old 
supporters Hillary Clinton unite 
cause against old target 
populism: the press. 

From its birth American politi- 
cal movement in the late 19th century, 
populism was loosely linked the 
Democratic Party — the traditional 
home the working 
classes and party 
rhetoric and policy 
still assume that this 
state of affairs exists. 
But since the 1960s, 
the Democrats’ iden- 
tification with the 
multiple rights revolu- 
tions and with big 
government supported 
high taxes has 
ingly portrayed defender cultural 
elites, not the common man. 

populists drifted away from the 
Dems, distrust the mainstream 
media became one the 
strongest rallying cries, often overriding 
even distrust government and large 
corporations.

that the media really is in the tank — 
conservative conspiracy-theorist’s 
dream come true. McCain doesn’t even 
need to rally his forces this fall or remind 
them that cultural interests trump eco- 
nomic ones he’s got whole network 
led by Olbermann doing it for him, 24 
hours a day.

These family imperfec- 
tions make people say, ‘That family isn’t 
so different from my family.’” Warts? 
Blemishes? We're talking about a 17-year- 
old pregnant girl here, not McCain’s most 
recent skin-cancer scare. The GOP spin 
transparent: you criticize Palin and her 
brood, you must be the one who isn’t pro- 
gressive. (Not original, either. Remember 
how, you criticized George Bush, you 
were also budding member Qaeda 
and burned flags your spare time?) 


CONDOMS? WHAT ARE CONDOMS? 
The problem with young Bristol’s preg- 
nancy isn’t much her unborn child and 
its implicit taboo. Sometimes teenagers 
get pregnant and they don’t mean to. 
Fine. But not every teenager has mother

were wondering, she opposes even 
cases of rape) to sex-ed (condoms? What

This woman 
who, when running for Alaska governor, 
advocated abstinence-only education 
schools and denounced same-sex marriage 
and rights for same-sex couples. When

The 42-year- 
old Paulus, who begins her tenure ART 
October, Harvard grad with direct- 
ing credits diverse opera and The 
Donkey Show, the latter a '70s-disco riff on 
Midsummer Dream that ran for six 
years off-Broadway. DuBois, 38, comes to 
the Huntington from New York’s Public 
Theater, where was first associate pro- 
ducer and then resident director. Before 
that, was for five years artistic director 
Alaska’s Perseverance Theatre, midsize 
regional company that during his tenure 
grew the state’s largest arts-producing 
organization. Both these hires represent 
infusion not just new blood but 
still-pulsing hormones: Paulus replaces 
year old who five years earlier supplanted 
year old.

DuBois joined the Huntington this past 
December artistic director elect and 
replaced outgoing honcho Nicholas Martin 
full-time July.

But don’t expect the Huntington to turn 
into some hotbed of the avant-garde. “I fee!

shoulders,” says DuBois. not taking 
the theater in a radically different direc- 
tion. We probably think about theater dif- 
ferently, because grew during differ 
ent times. get very inspired the notion 
connoisseurship, people developing 
the same kind passion for theater that 
they have for food. I'm a big fan of Barbara 
Lynch's restaurants, and | love the way 
you come and you know exactly where 
your ingredients come from.

And very 
interested giving people insight into the 
theater-making process. already got 
blog going, but starting podcasts 
with the artists, so that audience members 
can learn about going into the proj- 
ects before they come through the doors.” 

unabashed “lover language,” 
DuBois probably more text-oriented than 
Paulus. plans expand the new-play- 
development program, already strong arm 
the Huntington, which every two years 
commissions four Playwriting Fellows and 
each spring presents festival new plays.

“The great thing about that,” adds DuBois, 
“is that, when we head into rehearsals, we 
know got not only better script but 
community built around the play.”

“If anyone’s story deserves to be told 
it’s Peter’s.” 
Ivers was endlessly accomplished 
He was well-loved by all who knew 
him, they Hollywood high- 
rollers or bile-spitting punks. And 
his promise was snuffed out far too 
soon. “He did more his years 
than any pop star that gets press 
daily for brushing their teeth,” 
says Frank. “He inspired all the 
top people from the world 
and TV and music. You name any- 
body, and they either knew Peter 
their best friend knew Peter. 
And the reason didn’t get 
chance shine was not because 
he was less talented than the oth- 
ers; fact most them would 
say, ‘Compared to Peter, I'd done 
nothing back then.’ But then 
was murdered.”

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Shabu Shabu Toki 


Where you’re in-the-know 


THE WOW FACTOR Spicy tuna tostada breaks new ground at Shabu Shabu Toki. 


After I ate at the new Shabu-Zen in 
Allston, one of my guests went out with 
her Japanese friends, who took her across the 
treet to Shabu Shabu Toki. What did they 
know that I didn’t? Yet another way to enjoy 
the soup/fondue shabu-shabu: quickly cook the 
meats and eat them with dips and condiments. 

Toki has a better variety of these accompa- 
niments than Shabu-Zen, though their broths 
aren't that exciting. Another thing these 
Japanese friends-of-friends knew, which I 
learned only when I got to Shabu Shabu Toki, 
is that the restaurant is overseen by sushi 
master Toru Oga, so they also have some 
amazing raw-seafood options, as well as a line 
of attractively priced skewers that are perfect 
for the drinking crowd. 

First we ripped into some appetizers and 
sushi, and they were extraordinary. Chef Oga 
has completely reinvented shumai ($6), using 
the exquisite soft rice dough of another Chi- 
nese dim sum, har gow, to wrap around four 
steamed shrimp dumplings. He also uses some 
kind of chili peppers cut into confetti pieces 
about the size and shape of straight pins. 
These show up on an otherwise unremarkable 
calamari salad ($7) of soy-marinated squid and 
a near-Caesar dressing on mesclun greens, as 
well as on sushi destined for the hit parade: 
“spicy tuna tostada” ($14). The tostada used 
here is not a fried tortilla, as it would be ina 
Mexican restaurant, but a square of sushi rice 
wrapped in seaweed, with a base of crunchy 
tempura crumbs. On top of this is spicy raw 
salmon, which looks like cut-up tomatoes 
on a taco, along with micro greens, Korean 
hot sauce, and shredded red onion. You end 
up with something the size of a brownie that 
tastes like a whole modern sushi dinner. Wow. 

“Crispy quail” ($12) is another winner: 
four pieces of tiny fowl, each boned enough 
to make meaty bites, with a wonderful soy 
tang and hot-pepper dip. An ordinary unagi 
avocado roll ($5.50) is more like sushi for two, 


with about six slices of a roll featuring broiled 
eel and avocado, for richness and flavor, and 
good — not great — sushi rice. 

By this point in our meal, the shabu-shabu 
paraphernalia — noodles, broths, vegetables, 
and such — were all arriving. Like the other 
new restaurants in this vein, Toki has divided 
pots for two kinds of broths. But there are 
three options here: Japanese pork-bone broth 
(default), Korean gochujang ($3 extra; spicy 
with kimchee), and tonkotsu ($3; very effective 
white miso soup). Single orders are served in a 
cast-iron kettle, which takes longer to boil but 
holds the simmer well. A tray of small condi- 
ments features shredded scallions, shredded 
green chilies (caution!), minced daikon with 
hot sauce (careful!), and a fascinating dab of 
green-pepper paste with a hit of citric ponzu, 
salt, and hot pepper. You choose two of three 
dips: ginger (yes), ponzu-soy (probably), or 
sesame-garlic (also probably; well, that’s why 
you don’t dine alone). There's also a choice of 
udon noodles or rice; the rice is fine but boils 
up hard in the soup. 

Everyone gets a plate of vegetables and 
cellophane noodles, with a square of tofu, a 
flower of (I think) pounded rice, and tofu skin. 
The vegetables are very nice enoki mushrooms, 
another bunching mushroom I hadn't seen 
elsewhere, a fresh shitake mushroom, Napa 
cabbage, baby corn, cress, shredded daikon 
and carrot, and thin-cut white onion. 

Next comes the main shabu-shabu attrac- 
tion: protein. Each day there’s a new special; 
ours was a combination of rib-eye beef and 
duck ($16), both cut thinner than sandwich 
meat. Adopting the method of my friend's 
Japanese friends, we swished them quickly in 
broth (the literal meaning of shabu is “swish”) 
and dropped them, still a little pink in places, 
into the dips. The beef is perfect for this treat- 
ment; the duck, a little leaner and tougher 
when cooked, is likewise excellent. We also 
tried Kurabuta pork loin ($15), allegedly from

heritage swine from Ohio. It may now be safe to 
eat pink pork, but the flavor remains even if you 
swish it a few extra times so that it’s well-done. 

The seafood platter ($17) was quite unique, 
starting with a green bamboo scoop with fish 
paste. It wasn’t hard to guess that the paste 
was to be lumped and pushed into the broth, 
and with longer cooking it made for good fish 
balls. The rest of the plate was thin-sliced 
salmon (crumbly if fully cooked), shrimp, scal- 
lops, squid, and a couple of littleneck clams in 
the shell (which cook faster than you think). 

On the whole, the spread was less lavish 
than at Shabu-Zen, but Toki also has ala carte 
options for sophisticated shabu-ites to put 
together a feast. You could bring four people, 
have two or three big spreads and some indi- 
vidual items, and not regret eating a bunch of 
sushi beforehand. 

As for beverages, you can sample some 
interesting sakes, the usual Japanese beers, 
and some unusual soft drinks — as well as 
wine. We ordered lychee ramune ($3) thinking 
that it was a juice, but it was a small bottle 
of Japanese soda, very sweet and distinctively 
lychee-flavored. It had a weird plastic stopper 
with a glass marble in it; you could never get it 
past consumer-safety regulations in the United 
States. You push the marble into the bottle, 
where indentations keep it as a kind of valve 
that closes off the top until you pour out some 
(or take a slug). Don’t swallow the marble. 
Don't remove the marble. Don’t reuse the 
bottle. But, somehow, enjoy the soda. 

Desserts are limited to ice creams ($4), 
with one novel flavor: black sesame ($5). It’s 
brown and not too sweet, sort of dry tasting 
like green-tea ice cream, with a sesame over- 
tone. The portion is three small scoops. 

The room is inviting, with plaster worked 
into wave formations on the walls, red and 
black accents, and a soundtrack of soul and 
techno. Service is a little confusing because 
you pick at appetizers or sushi, sitting among 
plates of shabu-shabu makings, while waiting 
for the pots to boil. The weeknight crowd was, 
to my eye, more mixed with non-Asians than 
at Shabu-Zen, perhaps because of the sushi. Or 
perhaps it’s because a month after my review of 
Shabu-Zen, Phoenix readers of all backgrounds 
are trying more shabu-shabu palaces. ©

longer true. The BFF now takes 

place in Cambridge. Clinging to 

life in its 24th year, the event — 
which runs September 12-17 has crossed 
the river, relocating from the Boston Com- 
mon the Kendall Square Cinema. 

And when you come down to it, even 
the “film” part looks a little dicy. Every 
year the BFF presents “Excellence 
Film” award. This year’s tribute goes to 
famed local writer Robert B. Parker, au- 
thor of the novel on which the opening- 
night film, Edward Harris’s APPALOOSA, 
is based. It’s a good movie (Tom Meek’s 
review page 8), but what’s with 
film festival giving out award for 
“Literary Excellence?” 

Okay, a festival should be judged 
by its films, not its awards. And if the 
three-hour ANNE GREEN GABLES: 
NEW BEGINNING (September 8:15 pm) 
sounds like a TV movie, that’s because it 
is — it’s scheduled to broadcast on Cana- 
dian some time this fall. Kevin Sulli- 
van (this is his fourth entry in the made- 
for-TV Cables franchise, which started in 
1985 with his adaptation of the original 
Lucy Maud Montgomery children’s 
classic) has spun a prequel of sorts to 
the story about the feisty red-haired 
orphan and her adventures turn-of- 
the-century Prince Edward Island. After 
watching the show, I would say it could 
only benefit from commercial breaks; it 
resembles a Nicholas Sparks novel with 
forays into Charles Dickens parody. 

An older and wiser Anne Shirley 
(played by Barbara Hershey, who shows 
she’s just a girl at heart by galloping 
about in her big 1940s pants), nowa 
successful writer, mother, and widower 
(husband Gilbert having been killed 
in World War II), has returned to the 
homestead of the title to write a play 
about her early origins. A packet of let- 
ters found under floorboard springs 
the flashback machine into motion. Left 
to his own narrative devices, Sullivan 
leaves no shrieking, melodramatic cli- 
ché untouched, and plucky Anne meets 
every iniquitous twist fate with 
high-pitched, overwrought oration. 

Sample dialogue: Wicked Poorhouse 
Headmistress: “A little beggar like you 
should thank the Lord that we've taken 
pity on you at all!” Anne: “To sleep in 
such cramped conditions more than 
my imagination can abide!” WPH:

shows the haughty owner half 
the town, and her character takes a shine 
Anne while leading the wrong side 
the war of capital against labor.

ing-night entry FLASH GENIUS (Sep- 
tember 17 @ 7 pm, with Abrahams and 
star Bob Kinnear scheduled appear 
person), is a real movie; it’s due in the- 
aters October But the premise alone 
the true story of the inventor of the in- 
termittent wiper and how 
tried win the patent rights from the 
Ford Motor Company — suggests that it 
might have been more comfortable 
the small screen.

ters within a narrow time frame, Beach 
takes few characters through their en- 
tire lives. opens with concert pianist 
(Ming Hsu) on tour in Tokyo and taking 
time out to have lunch with Jia-li (Sylvia 
Chang), the sister her first love. The 
focus switches to Jia-li’s story, about how 
she rebelled against her family by marry- 
ing the unpromising De-wei (David Mao) 
and the toll his successful business career 
took their marriage the events 
that occurred the day the title.

Marilynne Robinson's Home is haunted. It’s 
novel filled with allusions and echoes 
scripture, parable, and psalm. restless 
discomfort unsettles what might be serene. 
It’s a hymn left unresolved, the final chord 
dissonant rather than reconciled. 

The novel returns the characters and 
the lowa town depicted Robin- 
son’s 2004 Pulitzer-winning novel, Gilead. 
There African-American spiritual that 
assures us that in Gilead, we will find a 
balm that makes whole fragmented “sin- 
sick soul.” Jack Boughton, 41, is the sin-sick 
soul returning after 20-year absence the 
house where his father dying. Jack’s sister 
already there years old, lonely 
and fearful, returned secret disgrace, 
having been deceived by her fiancé. Jack is a 
charming bounder, the perfect prodigal, fa- 
vored, then fallen into ruin: self-confessed 
thief, gambler, and drunk. “Come home,” 
goes the refrain favorite family hymn 
— home, the retreat of weary sinners. But at 
home Jack troubled the past and hope- 
less about the future. His father, Presbyte- 
rian minister, declares him forgiven. 


GLORY novel reads like powerful, unresolved hymn. 


offers sympathy and camaraderie. Jack finds 
solace pardon. 

Like Luke’s Prodigal Son, Jack sets himself 
toil his father’s hired man, pruning the 
overgrown gardens and restoring the DeSoto 
languishing the barn. Sister and brother 
develop tenuous understanding, renewed 
love and delight each other’s company. 
They struggle comfort their father his 
last days, but both grieve for lost loves, and 
the old man is an agitated presence. Disin- 
hibited by illness, he confronts Jack with his 
failings, then retreats, fearful will drive 
his son away again. 

The Biblical “balm Gilead” was not 
Salve; it was a question the broken-hearted 

rophet Jeremiah voiced as the Babylonians 
bore down on Jerusalem, a prayer for mercy 
heard the lamentations his “poor 
people” the eve their enslavement: “Is 
there balm Gilead?” Haunting the heart 
of Home, as it did Gilead, are questions about 
mercy and sin, questions posed against the 
specter slavery America.

And he’s fallen 
love with black woman. When the Bough- 
tons watch the news together firehoses 
and dogs are turned marchers Ala- 
bama, Jack’s “Jesus Christ!” evokes a rebuke 
from his father. Reverend Boughton resists 
the moral imperative the civil-rights move- 
ment. cites the Apostle 
Paul his argument against 
the chaos the protests 
Alabama, “Let all things be 
done decently and in order.” 
Even scripture can used 
to sanction what is profane. 
The unspoken tensions the 
house increase.

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Danilo Pérez gets into the moment

t 42, the pianist and composer 

Danilo Pérez is everywhere. 

For starters, he’s key two 

of the best working bands in 

jazz right now, and two of the 
busiest: the Wayne Shorter Quartet and 
his own trio with bassist Ben Street and 
drummer Adam Cruz. (The latter perform 
this weekend at the Regattabar.) Besides 
that, he’s teaching at both Berklee Col- 
lege Music and New England Conser- 
vatory. Since 2003, he’s run the Panama 
Jazz Festival, which is the keystone for 
his educational foundation and outreach 
programs in his home country. And this 
year he’s added two major works to his 
discography. In January came Panama Suite 
(ArtistShare), a recording of his own com- 
position, and then on August 26 Across the 
Crystal Sea (Emarcy/Decca), a collaboration 
with the venerable composer/arranger 
Claus Ogerman. 

Together these projects show the 
breadth of Pérez’s talent. Classically 
trained at the National Conservatory 
in Panama, he came to Berklee in 1985 
to study jazz composition. His skill at 
combining the bebop vocabulary with 
his pan-American heritage was honed 
member Dizzy Gillespie’s United 
Nation Orchestra, and a series of solo 
albums — especially 1996's PanaMonk 
and 2000's Motherland — showed him 
developing his own voice. But 
until began playing with Shorter (on 
the 2003 Verve album Alegria) that his 
work leapt into whole new dimension. 
When Shorter formed his new quartet, 
pushed Pérez farther and farther out 
his comfort zone. Pérez has always 
maintained that wanted play mu- 
sic “without an immigration officer”; 
Shorter, basing his new band’s music on 
a combination of his own compositions 
and free improvisation, stamped Pérez’s 
permanent visa. The Shorter Quartet’s 
live performances have become some of 
the most exciting on the scene right now 
because their unpredictability and 
because the group (with bassist John Pa- 
titucci and drummer Brian Blade) have 
taken the jazz ethos of combining form 
and intuition to remarkable heights. It’s 
practice that Pérez has continued 
his own trio. 

the new discs, Pérez told when 
got together New England Con- 
servatory during break his touring 
schedule with Shorter this past July, 
Panama Suite is his attempt “to translate 
the folkloric sound of Panama to the 
band setting but with the harmonies an 
adventure of jazz improvisation.” The 
three-movement, 25-minute work roils 
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with catchy, riff-like tunes and propulsive 
Afro-Latin rhythms. Across the Crystal Sea, 
the other hand, was conceived

When I reach Ogerman on 
the phone LA, where he’s preparing 
record with Diana Krall, he tells me of his 
days cranking out arrangements and ask- 
ing his friend Nelson Riddle, “Do we have 
to do this until we're tired? I wouldn’t 
want to die over an arrangement of ‘Blue 
Skies.’ ” But Ogerman’s work also extends 
classical compositions and some the 
most esteemed orchestral arrangements 
in jazz, from 1965's Bill Evans Trio with 
Symphony Orchestra (the new album’s most 
obvious antecedent) to albums with An- 
tonio Carlos Jobim, Jodo Gilberto, George 
Benson, Michael Brecker, and Krall — her 
2001 multi-platinum breakthrough The 
Look of Love. 

For Across the Crystal Sea, Ogerman drew

APTBS quickly won (or assumed) the 
title of “NYC’s Loudest Band,” and though 
don’t imagine that they actually are, any- 
one knows that noise and loudness are felt, 
not measured: in your gut, your ears, your 
skull. Now that they’re the verge 
tour opening for Nine Inch Nails, do they 
have any plans to upgrade their arsenal. 
hoping make like two really huge 
tall stacks of amps, if they'll let us. We 
want stack amps like feet high; 
see let us.” 

Trying to get away with things is a theme 
in Ackermann’s ceuvre, and it carries over 
into his alter ego as CEO of Death by Audio, 
his homemade-effects-pedal company. 
think people, now more than ever, are lot 
more into experimental music. Companies 
like Boss have to make an effects pedal do all 
Sorts things comply with regulations, 
and you know, I don’t care about those regu- 
lations. making pedals that could, 
potentially, blow up your amplifier, or not 
accept all types of inputs. Commercial pedals 
will things like filter out radio interfer- 
ence, and usually we don’t bother with that. 
you get radio interference, then good! Keep 
playing with that. 

“The way Death by Audio started was 
this: it took a whole year or so for me to 
make something that even worked. It took 
really long time learn how solder, 
and definitely broke lot stuff, broke 
lot amplifiers, too. run pedal through 
one and then, BAM!: ‘Man, that amp just 
doesn’t work anymore!’ But eventually I fig- 
ured out, sort of.” 

Ackermann’s musical outfit is blowing up 
tandem with the success his pedal com- 
pany, which has provided noisemakers 
U2, Wilco, and Bolt among many, 
many others. And done all his way. 
recorded all APTBS’s records himself 
in his own studio, and until recently, when 
the success Death Audio necessitated 
employees and interns, all of DBA’s work was 
done with his own two hands. His true 
DIY ethos, with emphasis the

SILENT BUT DEADLY don’t talk anyone 
there, going break loose.” 


conversation with Weasel Walter 

plagued his crappy cellphone bat- 
teries. Every few minutes the “battery low” 
beep rings out, hangs up, and sends him 
his phone charger which prefers 
hit for small doses charge, though 
does afford time gather thoughts, 
flesh out my notes, take breathers. Which is, 
really spell out, not the way Walter 
approaches his music. 

“Llike momentum, velocity, speed, vio- 
lence,” the multi-instrumentalist says from 
his home in Oakland, California.

His latest projects focus entirely on of- 
the-moment flurries of sound and mercurial 
mood changes, but when the Luttenbachers 
started off in 1992, they were an improv- 
heavy punk group. time, they switched 
strategies, drafting compositions full of 
scribbled X’s and O’s with aggressively criss- 
crossing paths. There was front guy; there 
were melodies, words. Imagine lifting 
Wizard-of-Oz curtain punk rock and dis- 
covering cruel, faceless computer pulling all 
the strings. 

Back on the phone: “I was always into the 
throw-away bin at the record store. Back in 
"85 for three dollars, you could get some really 
weird records. Eventually got into the New 
York no-wave bands, who were working with 
some real free-jazz people, and seemed like 
something that was really breaking down 
barriers. And that’s what decided 
with my music.”

But Creater Boston thrash-metal statesmen 
Wargasm are paradox. Their demonic 
influence doesn’t just incite acts of brutal- 
ity and other non-Christian behavior, it 
occasionally assists Rawkstars, Inc., a non- 
profit providing instruments and lessons for 
underprivileged young-uns. 
Makes you wonder whether 
metal really is evil. If it isn’t, 
could those three wackos 
from West Memphis in- 
nocent after all? 

“With metal, it’s kids 
looking for an outlet for 
their dark side, y"know?” 
says Wargasm bassist/vo- 
calmeister Bob Mayo. (Brothers Barry and 
Rich Spillberg, on drums and bass respec- 
tively, fill out the line-up.) “In one form 
or another, metal will always be around.
